Trans-Atlantic Flyers 


Lost. Near 


Many Airplanes and 
Ships Join Search 


For Aviators 


By CHARLES J. McGUIRK 

NEW YORK—(INS) — The 
trans-Atlantic flyers are lost. 

At dawn today the sky was 
blackened by planes and the 
waters dotted with craft of ev- 


ery size everywhere along the 
900 miles from here to Halifax 
searching for the D-2027 Junkers 
monoplane, which was last seen 
395 miles east of Halifax at 2:40 
Monday afternoon. 

The search took to the sea and 
air at midnight when the plane, 
named “Esa” after the girl who is 
sister of one of the flyers and wife 
or another, on the eve of her 
take-off from Lisbon, failed to ma- 
terialize from the darkness. At 5 
o’clock the 635 gallons of fuel she 
carried was exhausted. 

Sweep Sea for Fliers 

So plane and sea craft of every 
description swept the sea for signs 
of the awkward and disabled mech- 
anical bird wallowing x the ocean. 
It is hoped that she and her three 
intrepid flyers may be wallowing in 
the ocean or grounded on one of the 
barren islands that jut sullenly out 
of the sea north and eastward of 
Halifax. 4

MEXICO CITY—(INS)—Heavy 
loss of life was feared today in the 
wake of the tropical hurricane 
which. swept a wide area along the 
Gulf of California.

Says He Will Fight to 
Gain Complete 
Liberty

LONDON—(INS)—A _ categorical 
demand for complete independence 
for India in all branches of politi- 
cal and governmental affairs was 
voiced by Mahatma M. K. Gandhi, 
Indian nationalist leader, today 
speaking at the round table confer- 
ence.

present method of testing cattle for 
tuberculosis is far from accurate, 
Norman Baker, of Muscatine, who 
advocates the testing of milk in- 
stead of cattle, said today. 

The work done by Mr. Baker, J. 
«'W: Lenker, of Cedar county, and 
oth@rs, has had a telling effect on 
|. bringing the truths to. the farmers 
in order to counteract the articles 
published by the “interests” who are 
trying to further the T. B. testing.

Wed.—“Secrets of a Secretary” 
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i Prison Reform Needed 

| {Those intetested in the suppression of crime and the reform- 
ation of the criminal would do well to turn their activities to 

‘ prison conditions, rather than to the perennial campaigns in 

_ behalf*of more restricted laws. 


According to the Wickersham Commission, “The present’ 


| prison system is antiquated and inefficient. It does not. re- 
| form the criminal. It fails to protect society. There ‘is rea- 
| son to believe that it contributes to the increase of crime Ly 
| hardening the prisoner. We are convinced that a new type 
| of penal institution must be developed, one that is new in 
| sgirit, in method and in objective.” 

During the last twenty years or so we have been busy pass- 
ing more laws to break. Penitentiaries are packed to overflow- 
ting, yet we have done almost nothing to help their inmates 

become good members of society when released. 

American prison conditions, in short, present a fertile field 
for real social reform—reform that will do permanent good, 
without restricting or abrogating the rights of law-abiding 
citizens, 

It is obvious that there is no sense in making more restric- 
| tive laws as long as we do nothing about the people who vio- 
late them. It is true, of course, that we attempt to incarcer- 

| ate the offenders but that is atently not a remedy. 
' Prison should do more than merely punish a law violator. 





The period of detention could-be- utilized: to. reconstruct-of- 
fenders: and bring them to a:sane point-of view, assuming 
that one who deliberately violates the law does not have a 
sane point of view. 

Punishment has never been efficacious in preventing crime. 
There was a time when hanging was the punishment for petty 
larceny but it did not prevent the crime. 

Serious study of means: to make sane thinking men. of the 
inmates. of penal institutions is the answer to lawlessness, 
rather than more restrictive legislation. 


Gas Tax Revenue Increases Without Raising Rate 

Taxes, when-they. reach a certain limit, often fail of: their 
purpose. Instead of producing more revenue, they produce 
less. 

This is proving true of gasoline and automobile taxes.: When 
levies grow too high the publie simply does less driving. 

In contrast to this are the states of Missouri° and New 
Hampshire where income from the gas tax has increased 
without raising the rate. Missouri, where the tax is fixed.by 
law at two cents a gallon for a decade, had the largest May 
collections since the levy was first imposed, in 1925, and its 
tax income for the first five months was nearly $250,000 
greater than for the same period of 1930. 

Gasoline tax collections have increased so noticeably: in 
New Hampshire that the Nashua Telegraph has suggested 


that the next session of the legislature might seriously con- ‘ 


sider reducing the tax. i 

It may be that states benefit more from a reasonable tax 
than from an excessive-one which causes automobile owners 
of modest means to leave their cars home. 


* ~~.» -+Fire Loss Still High 

During the-first; half of 1931 the total estimated fire’ loss 

was $242,568,267, as compared with $242,299,771 for’ the 
same period last year. 

The increase is so small as to be almost negligible. But 
1930 was a year of high loss d we are continuing to hold 
the total to an excessive figuilCarclessness and thoughtless- 
ness coupled with arson are still combatting the fine work of 
those organizations, public and private, which are laboring to 
instruct the people in the fundamentals of fire prevention. 

’ We have not yet learned, as a people, that it is better to 
prevent a fire than to extinguish one. We may have the best 
fire department in-the world—but every-fire, no matter how 
slight, results in some waste. We may point out'that there 
are few great conflagrations any more~—but a few compara- 
tively small fires can cause a waste of millions, not only in 
property damage, but in loss of business, employment and 
higher taxes for other property. 

If the last six months ‘of 1931 are like the first six, we will 
again\approach the $500,000,000 mark in destruction by fire. 
The fire records of past years are a series of. black marks 
againgt our much vaunted American efficiency. 


Probation For Reckless Drivers 

A probation system for supervision over drivers whose lic- 
enses are restored after having been.revoked is now being es- 
tablished in Connecticut. 

Under the proposed system, a personal guarantee will have 
to-be given, before a license is returned, that the offender will 
not repéat. his offense. Each, individual case will be thor- 
oughly considered and the license will only be returned when 
officials: are satisfied that circumstances warrant it. The 
driver will then be followed up, and reported upon so that if 


he again manifests reckless or negligent tendencies his~lic- 
ense may be again taken back. 

It is said that the main flaw in the plan is the difficulty of 
enforcement. But the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles be- 
lieves that it can be done satisfactorily. He says, “The safety 
of the public demands that new and more seriously applied 
methods of direction be used, and more severe standards of 
fitness on the highways be adopted . . . Safety can only be 
attained through better selection, thereafter supplemented 
with a corresponding system whereby persons can be check- 
ed and whereby those persons who by dint of appearance, 
education or other means have succeeded in acquiring opera- 
tor’s license where there really exists some defect in temper- 
ament, physique or adaptability can be detected and removed.” 

Other states will watch the Connecticut experiment. And 
if it is successful, there will probably be strong public demand 
for it elsewhere,

With 
all the propaganda for and against 
this and that form of treatment, 
and that pill, medicine, or opera- 
tion, the layman is as bewildered 
as the doctor whose theory is not 
derived from the teachings of old 
Mother Nature.

Regardless of wnat the dis- 
ease may be called by man or med- 
ical science, it is filth in the body— 
it is poisonous waste—and the body 
must be cleaned out, relieved of

as one would clean up a swampy 
low-land to rid the premises of bugs 
and insects. 

It is surprising in a way how 
few actually know what constitutes 
health. Again it is not so surpris- 
ing either, since the ones who 
should know—the ones who are in 
a position to teach us—the ones 
who have at present a large meas- 
ure of control over the peoples 
health, do not know themselves 
and consequently, cannot tell any- 
one else. 

What health is, and what consti- 
tutes this “resistance to disease” 
is the pessession of a body free 
from poison,” acid toxic poison. 

To possess a clean body like this, 
one must give a thought to his 
manner of living, and right here 
comes the hitch; just as soon as 
a person is old enough to wear his 
first pair of shoes with heels on 
them, stick his legs into long pants 
and carry a jackknife without dis- 
figuring every building and fence 
in town, he wants to do just as he 
darn pleases and doesn’t want to 
be told anything. This applies, in 
this case, to eating anything and 
everything that tastes good and 
tickles a civilized palate. 

People must learn to be moderate 
and sensible in regards to their 
living, and especially their eating 
habits. It is just as easy to “dig 
your grave with your teeth” as it is 
with a spade, and you can get 
more than a backache too. Some 
meals, or people eat them, are just 
like taking a dose poison. 

Resistance to Disease” will never 
come from operations, x-rays, rad- 
ium, serums or vaccines. Common- 
sense health education taught by 
those who know and whose con- 
science is not armor-plated, is the 
only way in which good, lasting 
health, will ever be brought to the 
masses of peoples.

3—Rockne’s memory will prove 

a big inspiration. 

To understand just what Rock- 
ne’s system was, a visit to South 
Bend was almost necessary. 
Football at that Indiana city is 
not a game — it’s a disease. At 
Notre Dame there is a football 
team: for every 11 men. When 
football practice is in swing the 
workout resembles a regiment at 
drill. 

Large groups and small groups 
dot the campus and they are all 
playing football; at night they 
talk football and at meals they eat 


Everything Rockne Now 

The Rockne system will endure 
for a number of years yet. Foot- 
ball. play is constantly changing 
and with new coaches at Notre 
Dame most of the old Rockne sys- 
tem will eventually go, but right 
now every man at Notre Dame 
knows all about the Rockne for- 








mations, Rockne play and Rockne 
fight. 

Football systems are important, 
but players count most. Notre 
Dame for years has. been particu- 
larly fortunate in players. The 
biggest ambition for most...boys,is 
to play football at Notre Dame 
and quite a few attempt to pass 
up ao fathers’ schools for South 
end. 

Further, the Catholic academies 
and small colleges are constantly 
sending students to Notre Dame 
and the universities draws its men 
from coast to coast.

As to the memory of Rockne

He was loved so much that 
a visitor from the _ east, where 
coaches are often taken merely as 
2 necessary evil, could hardly 
grasp the fervor with which Notre 
Dame held Rockne. 

For a great many years all a 
coach will have to do at Notre 
Dame to turn onto the field a 
fighting, never-say-no cleven, will 
be to mention Rockne and then 
add:

The highest development of the 
race of tulips is the Dadwin class, its 
origin shrouded in mystery and the 
largest of the tulip classes to be 
brought into commerce, its intro- 
duction being within the memory 
of the present generation. It has 
the tallest and largest flowers of 
all the tulips and a range of colors 
of great brilliancy but all softened 
with a bloom like the bloom of 
the grape upon them. The color 
range runs through the reds to al- 
most black, the pinks from almost 
white to brilliant roses, the purples 
from light lavender and lilac to 
black purple and recently dazzling 
new pure whites which were the last 
of the Darwin series to be developed, 
the closest to whites previously hav- 
ing been pale tints. The Darwin 
tulip is admirable for any style of 
planting from a single bulb to a bed 
of a thousand. For color schemes 
in blocks of from 50 to several hun- 
dred it gives a marvelous varietv of 
color wrom which to design. One 
of its most artistic uses is to scat- 
ter Darwins over the border in 
groups of from three to a dozen. 
Owing to its soft coloring, the Dar- 
win is the one tulip that lends itself 
admirably to planting in mixtured 
colors. There are no color discords. 
It is also one of the longest lived 
of all the tulips. There are now 


hundreds of named varieties and 
each year sees some new variety in- 
troduced. The old standard sorts 
are as fine as any, the newcomers 
being distinguished by adding to the 
color range. One need only select 
the colors he prefers and go over 
the list and select the names. There 
are no poor named Darwin tulips 
and they grade uniformly high as 
to class, the finest being not greatly 
better than those of lesser beauty. 
The Darwins need deeper planting 
than the early classes for their best 
success. Six inches deep in soil 
of good tilth, measuring from the 
shoulder of the bulb, is the right 
depth. In time, left to their own 
devices they will burrow as deep as 
eighteen inches or more and furnish 
very fine flowers. There is no 
danger in too deep planting. They 
should be planted not closer than 
6 inches and eight inches in about 
the right distance in a large block, 
displaying the individual beauty of 
the flower and at the same time 
giving the desired mass effect. They 
are the finest of all tilips for cut- 
ting, their lohg stems ranging from 
two feet to thirty inches, being 
strong and at the same time grace- 
ful, swaying with every breeze. They 
are at their best when shaded from 
the afternoon sun and are much 
more durable under these condi- 
tions than when in full sun.

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Préventive Medicine 
Not Proven a Success 








PREVENTATIVE MEDICINE 

In this series of articles it has 
been shown by statistics and by 
authorities quoted that preventive 
medicine is not responsible for any 
decrease in disease, but that there 
is a decided increase in disease 
when serums and vaccines, the prin- 
cipal methods of all preventive 
medicine, are used. The improved 
conditions in health have taken 
place in spite of preventive medi- 
cine, not because of it. The actual 
damage done by preventive medi- 
cine is difficult to determine be- 
cause of the very nature of it and 
because it often takes some time for 
the full damage to become apparent. 

In spite of the wonderful strides 
which have been claimed by mo- 
dern medicine, nothing definite has 
ever been proved as to any real good 
being accomplished by any form of 
vaccine or serum. Inoculation to 
prevent disease is still just theory— 
and of late the theories on which 
this method has been based have 
been repudiated more and more by 
an increasing number of the very 
scientists who formerly did all that 

“was ~possible to promote their 
use. Numerous such medical men 
have been quoted in these articles, 
and it has been shown that only a 
small proportion of the physicians 
who formerly practiced serum ther- 
apy still adhere to its use. If it 
were not for propaganda and com- 
pulsion, which is inspired by com- 
mercialism, there would be little oc- 
casion for the use of vaccines or 
serums of any kind in view of re- 
cent developments which prove the 
danger incident to any inoculation. 
Commercialism keeps the method 
alive in spite of the damage to hum- 
anity in-the way of illnesses and 
serious after-effects. The children 
are the-principal sufferers — those 

Of school age and under. 

Physicians are announcing new 
cures and as regularly discarding 
them and taking up others, equally 
false. In the light of this history, 
are the people not justified in be- 
ing suspicious of any germ, vaccine 
or immunization theory? 

Ever since the beginning of medi- 
cine—from its earliest history—the 
medical profession has been an- 
nouncing cures which proved to be 
failures later on. From its earliest 
history, too, medicine has been bas- 
ed on guesswork and experimenta- 
tions When one claim was discov- 
ered in the light of later practice to 
be based on a fallacy, a new “cure” 
or discovery was announced in its 
place, and received with the same 
enthusiasm, and in turn these new 
theories .were repudiated, even by 
the prefession, as being worthless. 

Even when these fallacies have 
been proved, still, organized medi- 
cine has done everything within its 
power to compel acceptance of its 
theories by the public. The most 
prominent among these theories is 
the theory of immunization or inoc- 
ulation against diseases which has 
become quite popular through not 
nearly as much so as it was a few 
years ago. The vaccine and serum 
manufacturers have done all possi- 
ble to back up these fallacious the- 
ories and huge sums are invested in 
their manufacture. In many States 
compulsory laws force these nos- 
trums on the public in spite of the 
danger which is known to occur 
frequently with their use. 

In view of modern enlightment on 
public health matters it is becom- 
ing more evident right along that 
serums and vaccines of all kinds, 
and inoculation with them, is one 
of the most frightful injustices ever 
perpetrated upon unthinking hum- 
anity who leaves its fate to the 
judgment of the medical men who 
are the ones who profit by the use 


of this method, It is to be hoped 
that the day is not far off when in- 
oculation and the theory on which 
it is based will be discarded just 
the same as the practice of blood- 
letting which was so popular in the 
past century. 

‘In support of the falling off of 
the death rate and occurence of 
such diseases as diphtheria and 
smallpox, etc., the medical profes- 
sion claims this decrease is due to 
the program of immunization or in- 
oculation which has been carried 
cut. However, if one will study these 
statistics a little further he will find 
that the decrease is just a great or 
greater in districts where there 
have been no inoculations of any 
kind. One will contract a disease 
just as quickly even though inocu- 
lated to make him “immune” from 
a certain disease. However, it has 
been proved beyond question that 
recovery is not as quick due to the 
fact that because of polluted blood 
a person hasn’t the vitality to throw 
off disease. Inoculations are known 
to lower resistance and make a per- 
son more susceptible to disease 
when exposed. 

The American Medical Trust, 
represented by Allopathic medicine, 
is using vaccines and serums and 
advocating more drastic legisla- 
tion to force preventive medicine 
on everyone, but on school children 
in particular, in spite of the serious 
fallacies on which it is founded and 
which have been admitted. For that 
reason organized medicine really 
prevents health and spreads disease. 
Until these fallacies are better un- 
derstood and receive greater publici- 
ty serious harm will be done to the 
public health. 

Every year at this time preven- 
tive medicine is given wide publicity 
in news items in the daily papers 
and in magazines. Health propagan- 
da of all kinds is promoted by 
health officials and backed by the 
serum manufacturers in the medical 
magazines as well as others. Due to 
previous persistent propaganda such 
statements regarding preventive 
medicine as are read receive serious 
consideration because the public has 
not yet been educated along health 
lines to an extent where the gener- 
al public policy would be to dis- 
credit these fallacious theories and 
recognize them for just what they 
are—propaganda for the benefit of 
the medical trust, including the 
manufacturers of these nostrums.

He 
recalled that Dr. Annie Besant, 
noted theosophist, was one of its 
presidents, and said this body is now 
becoming a progressive peasant or- 
ganization. 

The independence which India 
requires, he said, must be “Purna 
Swaraj,” meaning complete inde- 
pendence, including control of the 
army, foreign affairs, finances, tax- 
ation and economic policies. 

“Time was when I prided myself 
at being called a British subject. 
Now I would far rather be called a 
rebel than a subject. I aspired, and 
still aspire, to be a citizen, not in an 
empire but in a commonwealth in 
partnership, if possible—if God wills 
it, an indisoluble partnership, but 
not a partnership superimposed up- 
on one nation by another.”

loan on good security, the millions 
it now spends and loses on the 
farm board, and this money will be 
handled by the government 
through the postoffices, if neces- 
ay or the banks, as the depositor- 
es. 
Control Own Exchanges 

“The association will pay the 
government a low rate of interest, 
let’s say 3 per cent. The associa- 
tion will control its own grain and 
stock exchanges, and no farm pro- 
ducts will be sold through any 
brokerage house not operated by 
the association. That means stab- 
ilization of farm product prices. 

“The association will be permit- 
ted to loan from 25 to 50 per cent 
of the value of the produce to the 
farmer. This product will be tak- 
en as security, such as his wheat 
or corn in the bin, and same to be 
locked up in the bin on the farm, 
and insured for protection. This 
lien on that bin of wheat will be 
given over to the county govern- 





ment depository, and the money 

paid the farmer at once, with 3 1-2 

per cent interest. This extra one- 

half per cent will be used as profit 

to operate the association and low- 

rad the yearly dues for each mem- 
r
